A 
united ticket for Slate officers was again 
nominated; but the resolutions uttered no 
condemnation of obnoxious measures ot the 
Compromise, which the Free Soil Democra ts 
iu Congress had persever'mgiy opposed : 
urtred no action against nationalized slavery ; 
failed even to recommend the repeal or mod- 
ification of the Fugitive Slave Lavv — more 
odious and more irreconcilable with Demo¬ 
cratic ideas than the Alien and Sedition laws : 
but “congratulated tbe country” upon the 
passage of tbe Compromise measures, sty led 
bv tlie Comeutiou “the recent settlement, by 
Congress, of the questions which have un¬ 
happily divided tlie people of these States !” 
Concurrence in this action by the Radical 
Democracy was a virtual abandonment of 
tlie positions maintained at Rome and Utica, 
and even of tbe lower ground taken by the 
Mass Convention at Syracuse.

I entertain a very high personal respect 
tor these gentlemen. 1 followed their lead, 
cheerfully and zealously, until, in 1850, they 
acquiesced in the Syracuse resolution con¬ 
gratulating the country upon the passage of 
the Compromise measures. Notwithstand¬ 
ing this, I still hoped and believed that, upon 
the occurrence erf a crisis like the present,the 
Democrats of New York would again "tool 
tt their duty to intevene”— that “'he voices 
of her freemen ’ would be again “lifted up to 
warn, to encourage, and to rallv the friends 
ot freedom, the lovers of justice, and the 
supporters Of the Constitution ;”tliat it would 
again “peal , in trumpet tones, at Herkimer 
and Utica,” and be re-echoed from “every hiil- 
m the State.” 

Thousands share with me the keen regrets 
occasioned by the disappointment of this 
hope. Thousands, and among them not a few 
New York Democrats—while they will not 
question the motives or the fidelity to their 
own convictions of those Ssdio take a miter- 
ent view, fail to see either the propriety or 
prudence of supporting the Compromise 
Ticket, and thusjgiving the highest possible 
sanction, even while in words rejecting it, to 
the Compromise Platform. 

If it be not yet too late, I would respectful¬ 
ly ask these getlemen themselves, what they 
expect to gain for Freedom or Free Soil De¬ 
mocracy by supporting the Compromise 
Ticket ? 

Is it that Free Soil Democrats will share 
in the patronage or influence the aettion of 
the Admifistration, in the event of success? 
This expectation must rest upou one of two 
suppositious: either that Free Soil Demo¬ 
crats will forego the assertion of principles, 
in which ease Freedom would gain nothing, 
but lose much ; or that General PIERCE, 
notwithstanding the platform and his present 
position, will give prominent stations to men 
whose actions will endanger that very slave 
. interest which he is expected specially to 
guard, in which ease the supporters of that 
interest will have just cause to complain. Is 
either of these suppositions likely to he real¬ 
ized? 

Is it that the extension of slavery will be 
checked, or the removal of nationalized slav¬ 
ery secured? Every one knows that ibe 
leading idea of the platform, fully endorsed 
by the candidates, is the indefinite perpetua¬ 
tion of slavery at the national capital, with | 
ail the reproach it brings upon our institu- 
tutions and Government, and the permanent 
maintenance as irrepealable, of the Fugi¬ 
tive Slave Act, marked as it is by the most 
unwarrantable invasion of the liberties of in¬ 
dividuals. It is wellknown, also that persis¬ 
tent efforts are now being made to introduce 
slavery into California, either by an alteration 
of the Constitution, or by a division of the 
State and the establishment of a territorial 
Government iu the southern part; to eonvert 
Utah and New Mexico into slaveholding Ter¬ 
ritories, with a view to the creation of slave 
States; and to extend slavery by insular and 
continental acquisitions, in which the system 
now exists or may be established. To none 
of these projects can any effectual opposition I 
be expected from the Adminstration of the 
Compromise Nominees if elected. 

Is it that the other great interests of Free¬ 
dom and progress will be promoted ? What I 
word does the platform contain in favor of 
constitutional improvement of Rivers and 
Harbors, so important to the progress of the • 
West, and to which the Free Democracy I 
pledged iis support at Buffalo ? What 
word in favor ot any action or declara¬ 
tion by our Government, in favor of the na¬ 
tions of Europe contending for freedom a- 

gainet doepote ? Np situte hns more uniform¬ 
ly and steadily opposed all these measures 
of Progress and Reform and Freedom, than 
that which “pronounced first and pronounced I 
alone” for General Pierce at Baltimore. Nor 
is there any vote or act of his, so fin- as I am 
aware which does not justify its preference. 

Is it that Free Soil democrats expect that, 
whatever may be the result of the pending 
election, the cause of Freedom will still sur¬ 
vive ? that the principles of living Derno.’.ra- I 
cy will still inspire determination to main¬ 
tain right and resist wrong ? that, at length, 
the slave power, with all the oppression and 
injustice it upholds, and with all its ostracism, 
social, and political, of earnest friends to liber¬ 
ty, will be overthrown ? and that our Nation¬ 
al Government will become what our fathers 
designed it to be, a free Government in fact 
as well as in name, with all its influence ac- J 
lively and perpetually on the side of freedom 
at home and throughout the world ? This 
expectation will not, I hope, be disappointed; 
but, if fulfilled, it will not be through bilt in 
spite of such action as that of the Baltimore 
Compromise Convention. The support of‘ 
its nominees, I am firmly convinced, will not 
hasten but retard its fulfilment. 

I have thus stated frankly, but with entire 
respeat for those who differ from me, the 
reasons which convince me that Free Soil De¬ 
mocrats cannot, without marked inconsisten¬ 
cy support the nominees qf the Compromise 
Democracy. I address them to you because it 
so happened that we were co-laborers in the 
preparation of the platform promulgated by 
the Buffalo Couvention,and afterwards close¬ 
ly connected in our relations to the Conven¬ 
tion and its nominees; because, also, we 
both profess the same Democratic faith, aud 
desire the success of the same Democratic 
measures. I know not what your judgement 
will be after the perusal of this letter. For 
myself, I confess that it is with deepest re¬ 
gret that I find myself compelled to separate 
in action, at this or any time, from any por¬ 
tion ofthe Democratic party of the country, 
and especially from those New York Demo¬ 
crats with whom it has been my pride and 
pleasure, hitherto to act. Had a liberal and 
tolerant spirit prevailed in the Baltimore 
Convention; had no new tests, incompatible 
with Democratic principles, been imposed; 
had the nominees represented that spirit,and 
the ideas of reform, progress, liberality, and 
economy, embodied in the original platform 
no division need have occurred. The Con¬ 
vention is responsible for the division. 

TVie Convention, which organized a Compro¬ 
mise Democracy upon new tests, created the ne¬ 
cessity J or Radical and Independent Democraai. 

I am ready to submit to the judgement of 
candid Compromise Democrats themselves, 
whether any honorable course remains for 
those who think as I do, and mean to act as 
I think,other than.independent action ? Let 
even those Free Soil Democrats, who pro¬ 
pose to vote the Compromise Ticket, say 
whether we who refuse so to vote, do any¬ 
more than carry out their own declarations 
ami adhere to their own principles ? 

May it not he hoped.that therejyet remain 
many thousands of Democrats in New York 
who will prefer to act with the Independent 
Democracy, openly and avowedly on the 
side of liberty and progress, rather than with 
a Compromise Democracy, intolerant alike 
ofthe claims and the friends of freedom ?

[Official Report by the Secretaries,! 

FIRST DAY. — Morning Session. 

Wednesday, August 11, 1852. 

' Pursuant to a call of the National Commit¬ 
tee, a National Convention of the Friends of 
Freedom assembled in Masonic Hall, in Pitts¬ 
burg, on Wednesday, August 11, 1852. 

At 10 o’clock, A. AI , the Convention was 
called to order by Samuel Lewis, of Ohio, 
Chairman of the National Committee, upon 
whose motion Hon. Rufus P. Spaulding, of 
Ohio, was ehosen chairman of the Temporary 
Organization ; and S. AI Booth, of Wisconsin, 
and Russel Errett, of Pennsy Ivania, were chos¬ 
en Secretaries. 

Rev. H. H. Nevin, of Cleveland, then ad¬ 
dressed the Throne of Grace.

Samuel Lewis, of Ohio, moved the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee of one from each State to 
draft resolutions expressive of the sentiments 
of the Convention, and to prepare an address to 
the citizens of the United States. A motion 
was made to increase the committee to two from 
each State. 

Lewis Tappan, of New York, then arose and 
said to obviate the difference of opinion respect¬ 
ing the number he would amend the amend¬ 
ment by substiluting in the place of “two” the 
words “ not less than one nor mere than three,” 
pending which the Convention, on account of 
the immense concourse that filled the Hall ad¬ 
journed to allow the voting delegates from the 
States to go into another Hall, which had been 
reserved especially for them, and to allow the 
Alass Convention to be held in che Hall they 
then occupied. 

The delegates then were requested by the 
President to repair to Lafayette Hall, at 12 
o'clock, M. 

At noon the Convention was called to order 
at Lafayette Hall, by Judge Spalding, when 
Dr. James W. Slone of Massachusetts, moved 
a committee of one from each State to arrange 
seats for delegates, allowing each State no more 
than three times the number of delegates to 
Which ft is entitled in the electoral college. 

After somooppositiou. the motion was carried, 
and the Committee appointed. 

The motion relative to a committee on reso¬ 
lutions, and the amendment thereto — pending 
an adjournment — coming up, was postponed, 
and on motion of Gen. Wilson, of Mass., the 
committee on seats proceeded to another room 
to make the necessary arrangements, and on re¬ 
turning, located the delegates in the usual or¬ 
der of the Stales. 

On motion of Dr. Earls, of Ohio, the Con¬ 
vention took up the resolution and amendments 
relative to a committee on resolutions. 

Erastus Hopkins, of Moss., contended that 
the adoption of the amendments would cause 
the election of a convention, rather than a com¬ 
mittee on resolutions. 

The resolution was laid on the table, and Mr. 
Vaughan, of Ohio, moved that Charles F. 
Adams. Gerrit Smith, Joshua R. Biddings, 
Charles Durkce, and J. E, Snodgrass be a com¬ 
mittee to prepare and report resolutions. 

Mr. Bingman moved they have power to add 
to their number. 

Lewis Tappan objected to one man appointing 
the committee, especially as those gentlemen 
were mostly of one opinion, and protested, res¬ 
pectfully against the motion. Ho wanted Free 
Soil men, Liberty men, Free Democrats, and 
Free Labor men, all represented on that com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Harding, of Indiana, had no objection 
to those suggested, but did not like the mode 
of their nomination, and wanted each delega¬ 
tion to nominate one-

Lewis Tappan, in behalf of the Committee 
on the manner of voting, presented the follow¬ 
ing resolution:— 

Resolved, That in voting for a platform, an 
address, or candidates for President and Vice 
President, the delegates present from each 
State, whether more or less in number, be al¬ 
lowed to cast as many votes as the State they 
represent is entitled to in the electoral college ; 
and the vote of each State shall be declared by 
| the Chairman of each delegation. 

Resolved, That if there should be a difference 
of opinion among the delegates, the vote a£ a 
majority shall not be cast for the whole; but 
the Chairman shall state the proportional num¬ 
ber of votes given, which, shall be counted in 
Convention accordingly. 

After various propositions and some discuss¬ 
ions, the report was adopted. 

Joshua R. Giddings, in behalf of the com¬ 
mittee on Resolutions, presented a report which 
wa3iead, accepted, after sundry amendments, 
by a vote of 194 to 15, and finally adopted as 
the platform of the National Pree Democracy. 
Platform ofthe National Free Democracy. 

Having assembled in National Convention as 
the delegates of the Free Democracy of the 
United States, united by a common resolve to 
maintain Rights against Wrongs and Freedom 
against Slavery ; confiding in the intelligence, 
the patriotism and the discriminating justice of 
the American People ; putting our trust in 
God for the triumph of our cause, and invoking 
his guidance in our endeavors to advance it, we 
now submit to the candid judgement of all men 
the following declarations of principles and 
measures: 

1. That Governm ents deriving their just powd¬ 
ers from the consent of the governed, are insti¬ 
tuted among men to secure to all [those inalien¬ 
able rights of life,, liberty aud the pursuit of 
happiness, with which they are endowed by 
their Creator, and of which none can be depriv¬ 
ed by valid legislation, except for crime. 

2. That the true mission of American De¬ 
mocracy is to maintain the Liberties of the 
People, the Sovereignty of the States and the 
perpetuitv of the Union, by the impartial appli¬ 
cation to public affairs, without sectional dis¬ 
criminations, of the fundamental principles of 
equal rights, strict justice, and economical ad¬ 
ministration. 

3. That the federal Government is one of 
limited powers, derived solely from the Consti¬ 
tution, and the grants of power therein ought to 
be strictly construed, by all the departments 
and agents of the government,and it is inexpedi¬ 
ent and dangerous to exercise doubtful eonstitu- 

4. That the Constitution of the United States, 
ordained to form a more perfect union to es¬ 
tablish justice, and secure the blessings’ of lib- 
erfy, expressly denies to the General Govern¬ 
ment all power to deprive any person of life, 
liberty, or property, without due process of the 
law; and therefore, the government, having no 
more power to make a slave than to make a king, 
and no more power to establish slavery than to 
establish monarchy, should at once proceed to 
relieve itself from ail responsibility for the ex¬ 
istence of slavery, wherever it possesses consti¬ 
tutional power to legislate for its extinction. 

5. That to the persevering and importunate de¬ 
mands of the Slave Power for more Stave States, 
new Slave Territories and the nationalization of 
Slavery, our distinct and final answsr is — No 

more Slave States, no Slave Territory, no 
Nationalized Slavery, and no national leg¬ 
islation FOR THE EXTRADITION OF SLAVES. 

6. That slavery is a sin against God, and a 
crime against man, which no human enactment 
nor usage can makenght, and that Christiani¬ 
ty, Humanity, and Patriotism alike demand its 
abolition. 

7. That the Fugitive Slave Act of 1850 is re¬ 
pugnant to the .Constitution, to the principles 
of the common lavy, to the spirit of Christian!- 
ty, and to the sentiments ofthe civilized world. 



We , hereto, e, deny its binding force upon the 
American people, and demand its immediate and 
total repeal.

their attempt to impose unconstitutional limita¬ 
tions on the power of Congress and the people 
to admit new States : by their provisions lor

It was found that the most delicate 
individuals, with 1mld faces, naked legs, and 
tight skin, produced tile smallest fleeces, hut 
of the finest quality; and from such indi¬ 
viduals they bred regardless of their 111a 
ny faults, so they possessed the one qual¬ 
ity sought after. On the other hand, the 
French,in their selections, took into consider¬ 
ation all the valuable qualities of the sheep. 
They discovered that the more vigorous ani¬ 
mals, with folds of loose skin about their 
necks, with wool cm the legs and in their 
faces, produced the heaviest fleeces; and 
from such were their selections principal¬ 
ly made. These sheep have been preserved 
in purity of blood, they have bred in-and-in 
for more than sixty ‘years—have been in¬ 
creased in body and weight of fleece from 
50 to 100 per cent, and they have improved in 
quality of wool —and this has all been done 
by skilful breeding, by selecting the most 
perfect individuals for breeding, discarding 
those that are objectionable in any one panic 
ular;—by following nature’s great law, that 
like begets like. 

It is not the increased size, but the flesh 
aud condition of the animal, if the blood be 
pure, that injures the quality of the wool.— 
Every practical shepherd knows that if his 
sheep are in a higher condition this year than 
a year ago, the wool will not grade so 
high. _____ 

Toads end Insects. 

Although not the handsomest of living 
creatures, the toad is certainly one of the 
gardener’s best friends. Quiet and unob¬ 
trusive in his manners, perfectly harmless 
and asking no privilege hut that of being 
permitted to roam ad libitum through the 
garden, he is continually rendering excellent 
service I have ever been the friend pt toads, 
and greatly regret the cruelty frequently 
manifested towards them by unthinking per¬ 
sons. My garden abounds with them, and 
a more sociable set of fellows I have rarely 
met with. Whenever I commence spading, 
the newly spaded bed is sure to be surround¬ 
ed with them, watching quietly but eagerly 
for any grub or worm that may chance to be 
thrown up. 

Last summer, whilst spading some ground 
which abounded in the large white grubs 
usually found in the vicinity of clover stalks, 

I observed a middling sized toad sitting near, 
quietly watching my operations. Presently 
one of the grubs was turned up, and in ord¬ 
er to test his fondness for such food, I threw 
it before him. In an instant it was swal¬ 
lowed. As he appeared to relish the morsel, 

I gave him another and another, until finally 
ho made way with seren-of-them, when he 
retired. Next day he despatched six more 
of the grubs, which I gave him. I mention 
these little facts merely for the purpose of 
showing how large number of troublesome 
worms and insects a single toad will destroy. 

As some of your readers may have _a cu¬ 
cumber bed, which the striped bug is de¬ 
stroying, permit me to suggest a remedy for 
these pests, which I have found most effect¬ 
ual. Between the hill, lay pieces of board 
sufficiently raised Horn the ground to enable 
the toads to conceal themselves under them 
during the day and my word for it the hugs 
will speedily disappear. Whether they are 
eaten by the toads, or whether their pres- 
eiiee is so unpleasant as to drive them away, 

I cannot say, but presume the toads destroy 
them .—Farm Journal.

The Natural Bee-Hive. 

Friend Editors :— I thought I would give 
you some of my views on the managmeeut 
of the Honey Bee, as I have had some expe¬ 
rience in the business. I manage to keep 
them out of flic Patent Bee-Hives, now, 
since the Bee-Moth has destroyed all that 
I had in them. The best bee hive ever 
used 1 believe was a piece of a hollow 
tree or “Bee-gum,” as some call it. It is 
the most natural hive for the bee, TI10 way 
to construct the .the hive is to bore holes a- 
boitt 10 inches below the top; put in two 
sticks crossing each other in the centre, then 
take two sticks of suitable lengths, say two 
inches wide, bore holes through one end of 
each, aud slip thorn on the ends of one of 
sticks that goes through the hive and then 
lay on the cover. Stand the two pieces up 
and bores hole through the top of thetn.take 
a third stick, make tenants on each end, put 
them iu upright sticks across ihe top of the 
hive, leaving a space of one inch between 
that and the cover, then take wedges and 
key on the cover aud the Hive is completed. 

In this way I found no difficulty in gat¬ 
ing honey, there being no nails iu the hive, 
all that I have to do is to shove Out the keys, 
take off the cover, then commence on one 
side aud take down to the sticks: iu this way 
we can tell how much it will do to take. 1 
can get in this way considerable more honey 
in the course of the season, than with caps 
or drawers. As soon as the Vacancy is made 
they commence to fill it up again : empty a 
cap or drawer and they hardly ever com¬ 
mence to fill it again—sometimes not at all.

Preservation of Fruits. 

Many new methods have been invented 
within the last few years for the preserva¬ 
tion of fruits. Among those we would name 
the following: 

Strawberries, Pine Apples, Raspberries, 
and many other small fruits, may lie preserv¬ 
ed without any loss of original fruity flavor, 
by the sun’s heat alone. When Strawber¬ 
ries and other delicate fruits are cooked with 
sugar, by fire-heat, the aroma which is resi¬ 
dent on the surface of the berries, and is of 
a very volatile director, soon passes off, and 
the preserves, as they are called, is simply an 
admixture of the acid and fixed oils witli su¬ 
gar, bearing a very slight resemblance, if 
any, to the original taste of the fruit. All 
the advantages to be derived from the use of 
the sugar may he availed oij without the as¬ 
sistance of fire-heat. 

Place the strawberries, or other fruits, on 
shallow dishes, covering them entirely with 
finely pulverized sugar, using the same quan¬ 
tity as would he required to preserve them 
in the ordinary way. Expose those dishes 
on a metallic roof, or any oilier exposed po¬ 
sition, tp the full action of the gun, for a.lew- 
days, removing within doors during dull 
weather, nights, &c. The juice of the fruit 
as it exudes, will become saturated with the 
sugar, and when the whole quantity lias 
passed into a syrup, the results may be pre¬ 
served in jars, and will be found to resemble 
the original flavor of the fruit much more 
closely than by the old method.— Working; 
Farmer. 

Value of Fruit. 

Thefollewing from Henry E. French, Esq. 
of Exeter, N. 11., showing the income which 
may he obtaiued from a fruit orchard:— 

“To show by facts and not by theories 
merely, the advantage of raising fruit, I will 
state what has been the value of the crop of 
a single orchard. Mr. Joseph Robinson, of 
Chester, N. H., has mi orchard of less than 
two acres, which produced a crop of fruit in 
1847, for which he was offered $600, on the 
trees, iu 1849 a crop which sold for $680 ; 
and last year he was offered $414 for the 
fruit on the trees, and declined the offer.— 
llis orchard has been long in full bearing, 
and bids fair to last for a generation to come. 
His fruit has been sold in the neighboring 
markets for from one to three dollars per 
barrel. From his own account I am satis¬ 
fied that the average net income of that or¬ 
chard for the period of ten years past has 
been more than three hundred dollars a 
year—the interest of Jive thousand dollars !— 

A gentleman in Hampton, in this State, sold 
the f.iuit of four acres of land, last season, 
for $800, and the year before he received 
$1400 for the fruit of the same orchard.—• 
Bridgeton Chronicle 

Black Knot on Pluni Trees. 

There has been much speculation and re¬ 
search for the cause of the black knot on 
plum trees. Some persons have supposed 
it caused by an insect. Some years ago I o- 
pened the knot and examined it, but did not 
discover any appearance of an iusect, nor 
the eggs of one. So far as I know, it has 
not been satisfactorily learned what causes 
the knot. 

The gardens of my adjoining neighbors 
are full of plum trees. All the trees are fill¬ 
ed with the black knot, so as to appear as if 
a flock of small birds bad alighted on the 
branches. Some years ago, I advised the 
owners to cut off the knots so soon as they 
•appeared or they would lose the trees—they 
thought best to leave them to the course of 
nat ure. The second and third set of their 
trees are now iu the condition I have des¬ 
cribed, while my trees are free from knots. 

I have always looked for knots when in the 
garden, and‘when one appeared, I cut it off 
at any season, whether it was loaded with 
fruit or not. The trees soon put out other 
shoots,which filled out the place of the limb 
cut oft", aud my trees are in full size, as if no 
limb had been cut off. aud there is not a knot 
to be seen on them. From this treatment, I 
am of the opinion, that if a knot is,suffered 
to re main on a limb, the disease soon 
spreads, like a canker, aud fills the whole 
tree, as it has the trees of my neighbors. It 
is a misconception, that when a tree is set, 
it does not require further treatment.— Alb. 
Cultivat or. ; r __ 

Quinces Love Salt- - The quince tree 
seems to have a constitutional fondness tor 
salt. We have never seen such superb spec¬ 
imens Of this fruit, and such a general luxu¬ 
riance of the trees, as at Newport, R. L, on 
the sea coast. A|gentleman who noticed 
this fact, several years ago, told us lately that 
he had profited by the hint, in giving to each 
of his trees a top-dressing of two quarts of 
coarse salt every spring. By scattering the 
salt over the surface it dissolves slowly, and 
does no harm whatever to the roots, but 
makes both foliage and fruit much more 
healthy.— Horticulturist. 

A eood Cement.—1 can recommend the fol¬ 
lowing cement as one of the most valuable 
and durable which can be made foraqueducts, 
ditches, and other similar works; 

One hundred lbs. of whiting; 2' qrs. and 
18 lbs. rot in; 18 1-2 lbs. brimstone, and 9 lbs. 

tar. These ingredients must be mixed to¬ 
gether,bv fusing the brimstone and rosin first, 
afterwards adding the tar, and lastly the will ¬ 
ing. It is impervious to water, is not attect- 
ed by frost, and iu process of time becomes 
almost as hard and indestructible as stone. 
A cement of this kind is often required lor 
various purposes. The above recipe maybe

Pratt’s New Cylindrical Printing-Press. 
This press consists of a large cylinder 

three and a half or more feet in diameter, 
upon which the forms or type are placed, 

and an impression cylinder, over which the 
sheets are fed, of one quarter, one third, or 
one half the diameter of the type cylinder. 

These two cylinders, together with the ink¬ 
ing rollers, which are underneath the large 

cylinder,and the frame necessary td swing 
them in, constitute the entire machinery of 

the simplest No. 1 form. On this form 2,- 
500 impressions are easily given per hour. 

To extend it so as to print double the num¬ 
ber of impressions (5,000) per hour, another ; 
feed board, and a few tapes to conduct the 
paper, are all that are to lie added This 
latter is the form of construction of the sam¬ 
ple press now in operation, printing a sheet 
26 by 41. The sheets from the second feed 
boafcd being also fed over the same cylinder 
as those from the first. For book-work, an¬ 
other feed hoard, or still another — making 
four—may also send its sheets over the same 
cylinder one set of “gripers” or fingers 
closing alternately at different points, per¬ 
forming the work from each and all the 
boardsun rotation —once from each board 
whether one, two, three, or four, to every 
revolution of the forms, thus printing both 
1 forms at once, or 10,000 impressions per 
hour. To doublethe number of impressions, 
making 20,000 per hour, another impression 
cylinder may be -added. And one accustom¬ 
ed to machinery wiil at once sec its great 
simplicity, and consequent lack of liability to 
get out of order, to wear out or to “break 
down.” The prices for the different sizes 
as well as the different capacities, are not as 
yet established. One, however, being built 
for a dailv paper here—size 24 by 42—to 
print 5,000'per hour, to be in daily operation 
by the 1st to 30th of August at $350. The 
No. 1 style arc expected to he afforded at a 
cost of from S400 to $150; tin; No. 2 from 
$500 to $550, and the larger somewhat in 
proportion, these prices include chases and 
rules, as well as roller moulds, flying appara¬ 
tus and everything to make the press com¬ 
plete. The presses may be driven hv hand, 
steam, or other power, requiring but 1 man 
to print 5 or even 10,000 per hour — the lat¬ 
ter needing-no more power than the former. 

Novel Gas Apparatus for Cooking. 
Yesterday we were favored with an in¬ 
spection of"two new inventions of gas ap¬ 
paratus which were exhibited before the In¬ 
stitution of Civil Engineers, on Tuesday last, 
and excited a considerable amount of inter¬ 
est Mr. Ebenezer Goddard, C. E., of this 
town, is the inventor. The first consists of 
a portable gas fire, which shuts up into a 
box twelve inches by nine, and which, when 
opened, has something of the appca'rancc of 
a fireplace lined with a white-glazed proce- 
lain. In the center is fixed, at an angle of 
45 degrees, a newly-constructed gas burner, 
upon which is laid a small quantity of asbes¬ 
tos, a mineral of a light feathery fabric, which 
will retain and defuse a considerable amount 
of" heat, without being of itself Consumed.— 
The light being applied to the gas jet, the 
flumes pass through the asbestos, which im¬ 
mediately becomes heated to a red heat 
and forms a very rful fire. The asbes-. 
tos being indestructible by the action of 
heat or flame, a fife may be kept up at a 
very smalt expense. The second inven¬ 
tion is a gas burners boiling purposes.— 
The burners on the old plan are subject to 
derangement from the boiling liquid flowing 
over the v6ssel, and filling up the jets. Mr. 
Goddard has invented a shield to these jets, 
which prevents the possibility of any liquid 
touching them, but which dq.es not in the 
least diminish the aggregate of heat from 
them. We also saw ilie gas apparatus that 
is capable of cooking for a parly of three 
hundred persons, 'lure very elaborate stove 
•—if such it may he called—is beautifully 
constructed, and contains features in its man¬ 
ufacture which are entirely original.— lps- 
wick Express. 

Cheap Method of Painting. 

Messrs. Editors:—A down-easier in my 
employ taught me a new method of paint¬ 
ing au ox yoke, which takes my fancy for 
cheapness and efficiency. 

This man, who is something of a genius, 
having broken a yoke, cut a green stick and 
worked it into a proper shape, put it into a 
dry brush heap and set. the brush on fire. 
The brush burned up and charred the outside 
of the yoke. While hot he rubbed it over 
with coarse grease, and scraped it smooth 
with a piece of glass. 

When finished the yoke had the appear¬ 
ance of being painted with black paint, 
aud has a very pretty color, so _ that 
many have inquired of me, what paint it 
was. What is of more consequence—by 
putting the grease or oil on while the wood 
is hot, it penetrates so deeply that there is no 
danger of the timber checking while season¬ 
ing which those who have made articles like 
this, will know is of considerable conse¬ 
quence. This would doubtless answer an 
equally good purpose for any other wood 
work which is made of green timber and 
may be valuable to some, especially in back 
places, where paint is scarce and brush plen¬ 
ty. Bv the way, any other flashy material, 
such as cooper’s or carpenters shavings would 
be equally good for burning the timber. -Ru¬ 
ral New Yorker. 

American Flax and Hemp Dresser.— Mr. D. 

S. Chichester has just completed a new flax 
dressing machine. The flax is fed length¬ 
wise, at one side of the machine passes be¬ 
tween two pairs of revolving cylinders (com¬ 
posed of cast iron slats alternately firm and 
yielding to pressure—the firm one above 
"meeting the elastic one below and vice versa) 
and is delivered thoroughly broken at the 
other side. This machine can be worked by 
hand or horse power. Is capable of dress¬ 
ing one half ton of flax straw in a day, 
worked by hand—leaving the fibres in fine 
order, straight and even—making less tow 
and waste than when the hand brake is used 
or any machine which has ever before been 
brought to bear in this business. Mr. Chich¬ 
ester’s address is 57 Chambers street New 
York .—American Artisan.
